T 0 the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  ViMic  Health  Committee  : 
Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  54th  Annual  Report, 
the  eighth  that  I have  presented,  on  the  Public  Health  Adminis- 
tration of  the  Borough  and  Port  Sanitary  District. 

The  chief  features  of  the  vital  statistics  are  the  increase 
in  the  birth-rate  during  the  past  year,  as  compared  with  1926, 
although  the  local  rate  is  still  below  the  average  for  the 
Borough  for  the  last  10  years  ; and  the  increase  in  the  death- 
rate.  The  increase  in  the  death-rate  was  due  to  the  greater 
number  of  deaths  from  influenza,  heart  disease,  and  respiratory 
diseases  during  1927,  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  severe 
epidemic  of  influenza  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  was  a 
serious  menace  to  the  health  of  the  Borough. 

The  outstanding  satisfactory  feature  of  the  statistics  was  the 
low  mortality  amongst  infants,  the  rate  being  the  very  low 
figure  of  43  per  thousand  births. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
for  treatment  showed  an  increase,  both  amongst  those  suffering 
from  diphtheria  and  from  scarlet  fever.  Some  new  facts  have 
been  outlined  in  the  body  of  the  report,  dealing  with  the  length 
of  stay  of  patients  in  Hospital,  which  will  be  of  interest  to  the 
Committee. 

From  the  section  dealing  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
administration,  it  will  be  noted  that  greater  use  is  being  made 
of  the  Hospital  beds  provided  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  for 
complicated  maternity  cases. 

The  report  on  the  work  in  the  Port  Sanitary  District  has 
been  re-arranged,  and  fresh  matter  added,  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  many  duties  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  are  shown 
in  the  details  presented  in  the  various  sections.  The  present 
organisation  of  the  Town  into  three  districts  for  all  sanitary 
duties  is  being  worked  efficiently,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr. 
Pryer  and  the  other  Inspectors  for  their  work  during  the  year. 

The  continued  co-operation  which  I receive  from  the  medical, 
nursing,  inspectorial  and  clerical  members  of  the  Staff  enabled 
the  many  duties  of  the  Department  to  be  carried  out,  and  my 
thanks  are  due  to  each  of  them  for  their  help.  I am  especially 
indebted  to  Mr.  Hogbin  for  his  careful  organisation  of  the 
clerical  section  of  the  Department.

Of  the  total  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  1927,  4,  or  7.8  %, 
were  those  of  cases  not  notified  in  the  Borough. 

Of  the  cases  actually  notified  during  1927,  12  of  Pulmonary 
and  6 of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  died  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Institutional  Treatment : The  treatment  of  advanced  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  special  block  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  under  agreement  with  the  Kent  County  Council,  was 
continued  during  1927. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925 : 

No  action  was  necessary  in  regard  to  any  employees  in  the  milk 
trade. 

Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62  : No  action  as  to  compulsory 
removal  of  tuberculous  patients  to  hospital  was  taken  during 
the  year.

It  will  be  asked  at  once,  what  is  the  reason  for  the  marked 
decrease  in  the  period  required  for  isolation  that  has  taken  place 
in  the  last  year  ? In  1926,  one  began  to  use  the  new  scarlet 
fever  streptococcus  antitoxin  concentrated  (globulin),  whereas, 
prior  to  that,  the  serum  used  was  anti-streptococcus  serum 
(scarletina) , and  in  some  cases  the  anti-streptococcus  (polyvalent) 
serum.

While  the  number  of  patients  dealt  with  is  too  small  to  draw 
general  conclusions  from,  some  facts  are  clearly  shown  by  the 
local  records. 

The  increased  incidence  of  the  disease  in  1927  resulted  in 
nearly  the  same  number  of  children  being  treated  in  hospital  as 
in  1921.  The  type  of  infection  was,  however,  much  milder,  as 
shown  by  the  shorter  period  required  for  isolation  in  the  non- 
serum group. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  complicated  cases  was 
fewer  in  the  antitoxin  group  than  in  the  non-serum  group,  and 
that  the  40  children  treated  with  the  new  antitoxin  required 
isolation  for  an  average  of  21  days  only. 

One-half  of  the  cases  treated  without  serum  had  complica- 
tions, while  only  one-third  of  those  given  antitoxin  developed 
any  complication  or  sequelae  while  in  hospital. 

A method  of  treatment  which  results  in  the  prevention  of 
complications,  and  in  reducing  the  period  of  isolation,  is  a 
double  boon  to  the  public  health — to  the  patient  better  health, 
and  to  the  public  reduced  expenditure  on  hospital  isolation,  and 
lessened  risk  of  secondary  infection.

Where  patients  are  isolated  at  home,  the  Authority  provide 
the  antitoxin  required  by  the  doctor  in  attendance. 

The  use  of  antitoxin  in  “ carrier  ” cases  has  been  given  up, 
as  it  was  found  to  have  no  influence  on  the  length  of  the  carrier 
stage.  In  several  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  the 
tonsils  and  adenoids  removed  before  the  carrier  state  was 
cleared  up. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  : The  Schick  test  is  now 
used  as  a routine  for  all  members  of  the  Hospital  staff.  Of  29 
tested,  10  were  positive,  and  of  these  9 were  immunised.  The 
tenth  one  developed  the  disease  in  a fatal  form  before  being 
immunised. 

One  of  those  who  were  negative  on  the  17th  December,  1926, 
developed  a follicular  tonsilitis  on  the  i8th  August,  1927,  had 
unhealthy  tonsils,  and  was  found  to  be  a diphtheria  ''  carrier.” 
The  clinical  attack  was  very  mild,  and  not  complicated.  A 
virulent  ” carrier  ” state  persisted  until  the  5th  October,  1927, 
when  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  removed,  after  which  no 
“ carrier  ” condition  was  found. 

(6)  (d)  Hospital  Accommodation  : In  the  autumn  the  new 
twelve-bedded  cubicle  block,  and  the  new  laundry  and  disinfect- 
ing block,  were  taken  over  on  completion  and  occupied.  These 
new  buildings  comprise  the  first  portion  of  the  re-construction 
scheme  which  the  Committee  have  adopted. 

The  Cubicle  Block  : This  block  has  a central  duty  room,  and 
six  cubicles  on  either  side,  opening  on  to  a front  verandah.  The 
sanitary  annexe  is  placed  at  either  end  of  the  block.  Central 
heating  is  provided,  with  a radiator  in  each  cubicle,  and  hot 
and  cold  water  is  also  laid  on  to  each  one. 

When  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital 
so  permits,  all  types  of  infection  will  be  treated  here  under  strict 
cubicle  nursing  regime. 

Laundry  and  Disinfecting  Block  : Modern  power  plant  has 
been  installed  for  all  laundry  purposes,  including  a hot-air 
drying  chamber.  Electric  power  is  used,  and  condensed  steam 
provides  all  the  hot  water  required.  One  laundress  and  one 
laundry  maid  are  proving  adequate  staff  for  the  maximum 
capacity  of  the  Hospital,  as  compared  with  four  or  six  workers 
in  the  old  hand  laundry. 

Disinfector  : A high-pressure  steam  disinfector,  “ M.O.  ” 
size,  Manlove,  Alliott  & Co.’s  manufacture,  has  been  provided. 
The  capacity  of  this  apparatus  is  such  that,  started  from  cold, 
48  minutes  are  required  to  complete  the  disinfection  of  the  first 
batch  of  articles  any  day.  Subsequent  batches  are  dealt  with 
in  32  minutes,  or  35  minutes  if  the  cage  has  to  be  closely  packed. 

All  the  steam  disinfection  required  for  the  Hospital,  the 
town,  the  port  and  the  rural  district  is  now  handled  very 
expeditiously. 

At  the  west  end  of  the  block,  bathrooms  for  Hospital  dis- 
charge and  cleansing  station  purposes  have  been  equipped. 

A centrally-placed  steam  boiler  supplies  the  laundry,  disin- 
fector and  baths.

Nine  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst, 
all  being  reported  as  complying  with  the  standard  fixed  for  their 
respective  varieties. 

One  sample,  however,  was  reported  as  seriously  short  of  the 
equivalent  amount  of  milk  that  should  be  contained  in  the  tin, 
the  amount  declared  being  1.75  pint,  and  the  amount  determined 
being  1.62  pint. 
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The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  District  where  the  sample 
was  manufactured,  and  the  vendors,  were  communicated  with, 
and  steps  taken  by  them  to  prevent  repetition  of  the  deficiency. 

The  remaining  eight  samples  all  contained  the  declared 
equivalent  of  milk.

(5)  No  particular  difficulty  was  experienced  in  securing  remedy 
of  defects  under  Public  Health  Acts  or  Section  3,  Housing  Act, 
1925.  Individual  houses  are  dealt  with  as  they  come  under 
observation  in  routine  inspection,  either  by  Representation 
or  notice. 

3,  Unhealthy  Areas  : In  accordance  with  the  Council’s  financial 
programme,  no  further  steps  were  taken  in  regard  to  schemes  in 
connection  with  “ Insanitary  ” Areas  Nos.  i,  2,  2a,  3 and  4. 
Demolition  of  one  house  in  Area  2,  and  one  in  Area  4 was  secured. 

Closing  Orders  were  obtained  in  regard  to  7 houses  in  Area 

3,  followed  by  Demolition  Orders  in  2 cases.  In  the  remaining 
5 instances,  the  Orders  were  determined  although  I advised  the 
Committee  that  the  houses  were  not  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Closing  Orders  were  also  obtained  in  connection  with  3 houses 
in  Area  2a,  these  being  followed  by  Demolition  Orders. 

4.  Increase  of  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  (Restriction) 

Act,  1920  : 

Five  apphcations  for  certificates  were  received.  The  houses 
were  all  inspected  and  reported  on  to  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee, 5 certificates  being  issued.  The  certificates  in  five 
cases  were  standing  over  at  the  beginning  of  1927.

4.  Infectious  Disease  : 

(i)  Detection  of  Infectious  Disease  : 

All  passengers  reaching  the  Port  are  subjected  to  a rapid 
medical  inspection  as  they  proceed  through  the  barriers.  Those 
showing  any  indication  of  sickness  are  detained  for  full  examina- 
tion. 

Two  members  of  crew  of  Danish  vessel,  ss.  Inga,  were  landed 
and  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  suffering  from  enteric 
fever.  One  case  of  pneumonia,  ex-ss.  Raa,  sunk  in  Channel,, 
died  ashore. 
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(2)  Arrival  of  Vessels  from  Infected  Ports  : The  arrival  of 
such  vessels  is  notified  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  by  H.M. 
Customs.  The  Customs  Officers  are  supplied  with  lists  of  infected 
ports  at  periodic  intervals,  from  which  they  obtain  the  necessary 
information  to  enable  them  to  take  this  action. 

(3)  Boarding  of  Vessels  : Vessels  arriving  from  infected 
ports,  which  are  found  by  the  Customs  Officers  to  have  a clean 
bill  of  health,  are  not  given  pratique  until  a Medical  Officer  has 
been  aboard.  Boarding  is  done  either  by  the  M.O.H.  or  the 
Deputy  M.O.H.  In  some  cases  the  boarding  takes  place  in 
the  Channel,  outside  the  harbour,  and  in  others  the  vessels  are 
allowed  to  enter  the  harbour,  and  are  then  boarded. 

A motor  boat  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  boarding  vessels, 
either  in  the  Channel  or  in  the  harbour. 

(4)  Hospital  Accommodation  : Cases  of  infectious  disease 
are  removed  from  vessels  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 
If  observation  is  required,  the  patient  would  also  be  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(5)  Disinfection  : Infected  quarters  are  disinfected  with 
formalin  spray,  and  bedding  and  clothing  removed  to  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital  for  steam  disinfection. 

(6)  Cleansing  of  Persons  : A cleansing  station  is  provided 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  cases  are  dealt  with  there  as  they 
arise.  No  need  arose  for  such  action  in  1927. 

(7)  Ambulance  Transport  : The  motor  ambulance  from  the 
Isolation  Hospital  is  used  for  this  purpose. 

(8)  Venereal  Diseases  : Inquiries  are  made  of  the  Master  of 
each  ship,  and  cases  reported  are  informed  of  the  local  arrange- 
ments, and  dates  when  treatment  can  be  obtained  at  the  V.D. 
Clinic. 

(9)  Bacteriological  Examinations — Rats,  etc.  : Rats  from 
infected  or  suspected  ships  are  sent  to  the  laboratory  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.

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5.  Measures  against  Rodents  : 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  rodent  plague  : 

(a)  In  Ships  in  the  Port  : Ships  entering  port  are  periodi- 

cally inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats,  and  any  dead 
rats  found  under  doubtful  circumstances  are  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Very  few  vessels  from 
infected  ports  enter  Dover  harbour.  They  simply 
call  at  port  for  landing  sick  persons,  and  proceed  on 
their  journey  at  once. 

(b)  On  Quays,  Wharves,  Warehouses,  etc.,  in  the 

VICINITY  OF  THE  PoRT  ! Periodical  inspections  are 
made,  and,  vrhen  it  appears  to  be  necessary,  any  dead 
rats  found  in  quays  and  warehouses  are  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

(2)  Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  of  rats  between 
Ships  and  the  Shore  : 

Rat  guards  are  provided  by  the  Authority  for  use  where 
required. 

(3)  Methods  of  deratisation  of— ■ 

(a)  Ships  : Methods  of  poisoning,  adopted  by  the  Southern 

Railway,  have  proved  successful  in  keeping  the  cross- 
Channel  boats  (of  which  the  traffic  of  the  port  chiefly 
consists)  comparatively  free  from  rats.  The  short 
cross-Channel  journeys,  and  the  frequency  with  which 
cargoes  are  discharged,  tend  to  curtail  the  possibility 
of  rats  breeding  on  board  these  boats.  No  vessels 
discharge  at  this  port  after  long  passages  from  foreign 
ports. 

(b)  Premises  in  vicinity  of  Docks  and  Quays  ; The  local 

warehouses  are  used  for  grain  storage,  and  these  are 
rat-proofed,  and  cats  kept  by  the  firms  concerned,  to 
destroy  any  rats  that  may  gain  access.  A Clayton 
fumigating  machine  is  available  in  the  department, 
which  is  used  at  the  port  whenever  special  circum- 
stances demand  its  employment. 

(/[)  Measures  taken  for  cieteetlon  of  rat  prevalence  in  Ships 
and  on  Shore  : 

Routine  sanitary  inspection,  as  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  daily 
at  the  port  for  food  inspection  purposes.
